Lord Haw Haw

London, Dee. 18— (UP)--William 
Joyce. "Lord Haw Haw" of the 
German radio, lost his last chance 
for life today when the House 
of 


Lords dismissed his appeal, and he 
will be hnnged for treason. 


A panel of peers chosen to con- 
sider Joyce's appeal returned 
a 
tour to one decision rejecting it. 
Joyce had sought to prove that he 
was an American citizen and not 
subject to British justice. 


When the decision was announced 
lhe 
of Lords, « man in 
u 
, 
the public gallery cried, "this man 
is innocent. I prophesied the death 
of Hitler and his return." The man, 
unidentified, was permitted to re- 
main in the gallery until the cham- 
ber wus cleared. 


Joyce, a sallow, broken man, 
was not present to hear the deci- 
sion. 


Joyce was sentenced to death on 


S>opl. 19 for broadcasting Nazi prop- 
aganda from Germany during the 
war. He was convicted of traitor- 
ously adhering to the king's ene- 
mies, Joyce was born in United 
Stales, but later pledged allegiance 
to Britain and travelled on a Bri- 
tish passport. 


His appeal raised two 
points: 
Whether .an alien who has left his 
country still owes allegiance to the 
British Crown while holding a Bri- 
lish passport, and whether British 
courts have jurisdiction over an 
alien for a crime committed in an- 
Joyce now has no further appeal 
other country. 


Britain's other famous radio trai- 
tor, John Amery, will be hanged 
tomorrow. He pleaded 
guilty to 
broadcasting for the enemy. 


The House look only three min- 


utes to sustain the death sentence 
imposed on Joyce. The date of his 
hanging was not fixed, but unless 
Home Secretary Chute Ede inter- 
venes and grants him a reprieve 
he will be allowed three Sundays 
before the execution.,

"Lord Haw Haw" of the 
German radio, lost his last chance 
for life today when the House

Lords dismissed his appeal, and he 
will be hnnged for treason. 


A panel of peers chosen to con- 
sider Joyce's appeal returned 
a 
tour to one decision rejecting it. 
Joyce had sought to prove that he 
was an American citizen and not 
subject to British justice. 


When the decision was announced 
lhe 
of Lords, « man in 
u 
, 
the public gallery cried, "this man 
is innocent. I prophesied the death 
of Hitler and his return." The man, 
unidentified, was permitted to re- 
main in the gallery until the cham- 
ber wus cleared. 


Joyce, a sallow, broken man, 
was not present to hear the deci- 
sion. 


Joyce was sentenced to death on 


S>opl. 19 for broadcasting Nazi prop- 
aganda from Germany during the 
war. He was convicted of traitor- 
ously adhering to the king's ene- 
mies, Joyce was born in United 
Stales, but later pledged allegiance 
to Britain and travelled on a Bri- 
tish passport. 


His appeal raised two 
points: 
Whether .an alien who has left his 
country still owes allegiance to the 
British Crown while holding a Bri- 
lish passport, and whether British 
courts have jurisdiction over an 
alien for a crime committed in an- 
Joyce now has no further appeal 
other country. 


Britain's other famous radio trai- 
tor, John Amery, will be hanged 
tomorrow. He pleaded 
guilty to 
broadcasting for the enemy. 


The House look only three min- 


utes to sustain the death sentence 
imposed on Joyce. The date of his 
hanging was not fixed, but unless 
Home Secretary Chute Ede inter- 
venes and grants him a reprieve 
he will be allowed three Sundays 
before the execution.,

Arkansas Had
